First - offense purchasers would 
he subject to fines up to $5uo and 
jail sentences up to six months. 
Purchasers on subsequent offenses 
would be subject to the same pen­ 
alties 
as 
the 
manufacturers 
or 
sellers. 


Few , if any. fireworks are ex­ 
pected to 
surround final enact­ 
ment of the last of the session s 
antigambling bills. 


But there were f i r e w o r k s 
aplenty Tuesday as the Senate fell 
one vote short of passing a hill

In Building of Spaceship for Moon Trip 


LO S A N G E L E S ( A P ) — Meet 


the electric rocket— a tiny power 


plant that some day m ay drive 
space ships of almost any size to 
the moon and the planets. 


The 
electric 
rocket 
probably 
will be the final and critical stage 
of the huge projectiles President 
Kennedy 
has ordered developed 
to take 
men to the 
moon 
and 
back in this decade. 


Eight companies and two gov­ 
ernment agencies gave technical 
papers on electric rockets Tues­ 
day 
at one of the nation's top 
scientific conventions— the annual 
joint meeting of the Institute of 


Aerospace 
Sciences 
and 
the 


Am erican Rocket Society. 


Concensus of the papers is that 
the electric rocket works— under 
laboratory conditions. 


B y the time large clusters of 
present-day 
intercontinental 
m is­ 
siles are ready to boost big space 
ships beyond earth’s gravitational 
pull — possibly in three to five 
years—electric rockets should he 
far enough advanced to take over 
the job of propulsion in space. 


Capt. 
Richard 
Hayes, 
an 
Air 
Force research expert assigned to 
Space Administration in Washing 
ton. said in an interview :

where the United States can forge 
ahead 
of 
Russia 
in 
the 
space 
race.” 


N either the Soviet Union nor the 
United States has yet tested an 
electric rocket in space, hut both 
are

ica's target date is sometime next 
year.

It’s also in line with 
the goal of the government, striv­ 
ing to lengthen

For business, banks are putting 
a larger share of their funds into 
long-term loans. Big companies, 
who are their best customers, are 
the chief borrowers. This trend to 
term lending has increased by 17 
per cent in the last five years and 
the average length of this type of 
loan has climbd above 50 months.

recently 
many 
smaller 
concerns have found equipment 
leasing companies extending the 
length 
of their 
contracts, 
thus 
making longer term credit more 
available all along the line. In the 
last five years equipment leasing 
(which is distinct from rentals by 
m anufacturers) has increased .sev­ 
en fold, reaching $530 million in 
1960, 
according 
to 
Nationwide 
Leasing Co. of Chicago. 
Trade credit term s have been 
stretched by many large m anu­ 
facturers, often in the form of 
revolving credit for their custom­ 
ers. This trend gained ground du r­ 
ing the recession and seems to be 
holding over into the recovery,

still so keen. 
A New York financing executive ! 
says: “ Many small companies re­ 
ceive credit for replacement o r­ 
ders as soon as they’ve paid for 
the previous shipment, and the 
credit often stretches out for years 
without the account ever being 
cleaned up.” 
Commercial finance companies 
last year launched five-year capi­ 
tal loans for industry’s expansion 
projects. These loans, mostly in 
the Midwest, cam e to $80 million 
in I960 hut the companies expect 
the volume to triple this year.
